W om en B efo re th e S en a te C om m ittee In 
D efen se o f th e T ariff. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 18th.—The pro­ 
ceedings of the Senate sub-Committee on 
the Tarit! this m orning were iu refreshing 
contrast w ith the average ol the last two 
m onths. About fifteen well-dressed, fresh- 
looking ladies m ade their appearance at 
the doors of the committee-room at 11 
o’clock, he- 'efi by Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, 
Presideni of the W om en’s Christian Tem ­ 
perance Union, of Iowa, and were intro­ 
duced by Senator Allison to his fellow- 
members as “a delegation who wished to 
be heard in respect to women’s especial in­ 
terest in the protective tariff.” 
Mrs. Foster addressed the committee elo­ 
quently and at considerable length on the 
advantages women have in this country in 
the way of earning a living, compared with 
the European countries, and attributed it 
to protective tariff. 
She then introduced the ladies with her, 
who, she said, were operatives in the cloth 
and other m ills in New England and New 
York, whom she had invited to come be­ 
fore the committee and relate their experi­ 
ence. They were women who had worked 
in Engiand and other European countries 
and were unanim ous in declaring vastly 
superior the conditions of life which they 
were able to secure in this country. 


STRONG TESTIMONY GIVEN. 
H er companions were then briefly ques­ 
tioned by members of the committee. Mrs. 
Bohner, a German lady who worked in 
factories in the Fatherland, had been em ­ 
ployed about twenty years in Rockville, 
Conn., in weaving cloth for m en’s clothing. 
H er weekly wages ($9 to $10) compared 
w ith 2 m arks in Germany. She laid up 
money here, and had three times visited 
her birthplace, paying her expenses from 
her savings. 
Miss W hite, Miss Pitts and Mrs. Stens- 
field, all born in England, were also em ­ 
ployed in the m ill at Rockville. They and 
others told sim ilar stories to that of Mrs. 
Bohner of the superior wages and superior 
advantages of their present condition to 
those which they enjoyed in the old coun­ 
try- They declared themselves, with en­ 
thusiasm , to have become Americans in 
the fullest sense of the word. 
Miss Gallagher and Miss Dempewolf 
were from a m en’s clothing house in New 
York city. 
Miss Jennie Cheever, Mrs. 
Studd and Miss Clark were from the m ills 
of Ware, Massachusetts. 
There was but 
little variety in the stories briefly and m od­ 
estly told of their respective" localities. 
They were earning comfortable livelihoods 
by the work of their own hands. 
The appearance of the ladies was. how­ 
ever, the more convincing part of the evi­ 
dence received by the committee, which 
carried conviction, quite irrespective of the 
tariff views of the committeemen. 
Senator Harris, who represented tariff 
reform doctrine on the committee, gallantly 
contented him self in developing the fact 
from each of the Rockville witnesses that 
the foreign-born elem ent largely predom i­ 
nated am ong their fellows, and from others 
that it was about equally divided with 
those of native birth in the New York 
shops and W are mills.

W a s h in g t o n , September 18th. — Sher­ 
m an's resolution offered yesterday, instruct­ 
ing the Coinin' tee on Foreign Relations to 
inquire into the state of the relations of 
the United States w ith Great Britain aud 
Canada, aud report (at next session) such 
measures as are expedient to promote 
friendly commercial and political inter­ 
course with those countries and the United 
States, was taken up. 
Sherm an proceeded to address the Sen­ 
ate, delivering his rem arks from m anu­ 
script. After an allusion to the President’s 
retaliation message, and justification of the 
rejection of the fisheries treaty, he asked, 
W hy should Canada refuse to allow A m er­ 
ican fishing vessels to enter her ports and 
ship their fish to American markets'.' 
De­ 
nial of that privilege appeared so un­ 
Christian and selfish that he wondered it 
had not long since led to violent retalia­ 
tion. If the President had by proclama­ 
tion withheld like privileges from Canadian 
hshing vessels, the evil, he believed, would 
have been quickly corrected. 


CLEVELAND’S CHANGE OK BASE. 
But the President, instead of exercising 
the powers which he had under the Act of 
March 3,1887, had asked Congress (in his 
retaliation message) for power to suspend 
commerce wnich amounted (for the last six 
years) to $270.000 000. No wonder that his 
sudden change of base excited surprise in 
both countries, and was regarded as a mere 
political movement. The President's prop­ 
osition was, in other words, to suspend and 
embarrass the commerce of exports and 
im ports, am ounting to nearly a hundred 
m illions yearly. Such a proposition, made 
without warning in the midst of a popular 
election, had been the President’s response 
to the earnest demand made by the Am eri­ 
can fishermen that they should be secured 
in the enjoym ent of w'hat thev believe to 
be their unquestionable rights. 


EOF.BOWING UNNECESSARY TROUBLE. 
W hy had the President, he asked, blended 
the dispute about the transshipm ent of fish 
with the interior commerce of the country .' 
W hy connect the controversy in the waters 
about the m outh of the St. Lawrence with 
the commercial relations along the bound­ 
ary line of 4,000 m iles? No good could 
come of such movem ent unless it was de­ 
sired to establish non-intercourse between 
the two countries. The measure of retalia­ 
tion proposed by the President was far be­ 
yond the range of and out of all propoition 
to the complaint. 


ARTICLE XXIX. STILL IN FORCE. 
He denied the position taken by the 
President that Article X X IX . of the treaty 
of 1871 had been term inated on the first of 
July, 1885, and all the contracting parties 
treated lhat article as in full force. The 
retaliation proposed by the President was 
retaliation against 
the 
United 
States. 
W hen Grant asked powers like those which 
Cjeveland now asked they had been refused 
him , and was Cougress, he asked, now go­ 
ing to give Cleveland powers which it re­ 
fused Grant, even if Great Britain has 
violated or failed to observe the provisions 
of Article X X IX ? Congress alone could 
prescribe the proper remedy, either by 
abrogation of the whole treaty or a portion 
of it, or by retaliation in kind, and in that 
case, Congress had furnished a rem edy sim ­ 
ple, ample, complete in the Act of March 
2, 1S87. 
Congress had not undertaken to abrogate 
Article X X IX . of the treaty of 1871, and 
according to his construction that article 
is now in full force. 
Neither the interests 
of the American people nor public policv 
demanded its abrogation, but rather, tha't 
it should be m aintained in full force.

PRECINCT 
REGISTERS. 


The people are to be congratulated that 
it has been definitely and wisely settled by 
the Supervisors of Sacramento county that 
precinct registers shall he prepared in ac­ 
cordance with the previous order of that 
body. 
The purpose and scheme of the 
law is in the interest of the purity of 
elections and the inviolability of the ballot- 
box. The later statute that reduces pre­ 
cincts to an area to contain not more than 
350 voters is in the same direction and a 
natural, though delayed, supplement of the 
precinct register idea. 
It should now be the aim of all voters to 
aid the county officials to the utmost in 
making the precinct registers accurate. 
To this end whenever a voter removes 
from a residence given when he registered 
upon the Great Register, he should at once 
notify the Clerk of the change, and thus 
secure the proper entry of his new resi­ 
dence. 
If any one neglects to do this, and 
thereby cuts himself off’ from voting in 
November, he will have only himself to 
blame. 
Such publicity has been and 
will be given of the duty of the voter 
in 
this 
respect, that 
no 
one will 
be excusable for any failure that deprives 
him of his vote. 
But if it happens that 
some arc cut off; it is better far that a 
dozen or so, or, for the matter of that, that 
many more lose their votes, than that the 
wisely devised scheme of the law should 
not be availed of, and the door for fraud 
thus left invitingly open. 
Every reason 
that exists for precinct registers in San 
Francisco exists here, and no argument 
«•an be advanced against them for either 
place that is worthy of consideration. 
I t must be borne in mind that the law 
disfranchises no man through registration. 
On the contrary it exerts itself to secure 
him his voting right, and so conserve the 
sanctity of the ballot-box that his ballot 
when cast shall count for the purpose and 
have the iniluence intended by him. If, 
therefore, any fail to notify the Clerk of 
change of residence made prior to thirty 
days next preceding the election, it will 
not be the fault of the law, and hence it 
lies in the mouth of no one to complain. 
If one changes his residence al'ter the 
thirty days immediately prior to the elec­ 
tion begins to run, lie should at its expi 
ration notify the Clerk, that in the next 
election he may Oe properly placed upon 
the precinct register. 
But as a voter does 
not gain a residence in one precinct until 
he loses 
it in another, that is to say, 
the law does not recognize the pesibility 
of a voter upon the great register with­ 
out residence—lie who changes residence 
within the thirty days preceding election, 
does not lose his former registration, and 
is, for all voting purposes, a resident of the 
precinct out of which he has removed un­ 
til he has gained, by thirty days’ residence 
in it, the right to vote in the precinct into 
which he hat removed. The voter, there­ 
fore, who is compelled to change his resi­ 
dence within thirty days next before the 
election, will vote in the precinct from 
which he has removed. 
It will thus be 
seen that no hardship of any serious char­ 
acter can follow the adoption of the pre­ 
cinct register system, while its benefits are 
almost immeasurable, and will, if availed 
of sincerely, all but put out of the power 
of ballot-box stuffers to commit frauds at 
the polls. 
W ith precinct registers—to 
which no man will object who desires clean 
and honest elections and fair counts—citi­ 
zens will have it in their power to know 
every person who ccmes to the polls, and 
to challenge successfully every fraudulent 
vote. 
W ith but 350 voters in a preciuct, 
and those designated by name aud resi 
dcnceupon a precinct register, the right of 
every man to vote can be easily tested, aud 
this very fact will deter the fraudulently 
inclined from attempting to outrage the 
most sacred privilege of the citizen. 


MR. GRADY 
AND 
HISTORY. 


Mr. Graily, the Tammany Sagamore, 
who reopened the Democratic campaign La 
San Francisco Monday night, said among 
other things: 
T h an k God ! protection to labor ki th is coun­ 
try rests w here the Dem«*x:alie party p ut it. 
T his tight began w hen th is G overnm ent was 
founded. T here w ere those who sought to im ­ 
press th is aristocratic idea upon tlv • Govern­ 
m ent. They were m et by devoted Democrats, 
w ho insisted upon an absolute equality before 
the law , no m atter w hether a m au could point 
to au ancestry th at w ent back to « e n 'u n e s o rto 
a w orkingm an who earns his daily bread by the 
sw eat of his brow. At th at tim e th e sovereign 
right was conferred upon our w orkingm en, and 
In th eir hand was placed th e ballot, an d by th at 
ballot was his w ill to be m ade a law, 
Mr. GraJy was talking to a promiscuous 
audience ; if any intelligent man desired 
it would have been improper for him to 
have interrupted the speaker to correct 
him. 
But the intelligent auditor might 
have truthfully said : 
“ Mr. Grady, you 
are either willfully misrepresenting his­ 
tory, or else you are ignorant of the polit­ 
ical record of the country. 
If you do not 
know, you ought to know that the Demo­ 
cratic 
party did not give labor the 
protection 
it 
now 
has. 
You, 
sir, 
ought 
to 
know, 
and 
probably 
do 
know, 
that 
the 
Democratic 
party 


gave its moral support, its political shoul­ 
der and a large part of its military strength 
to maintain a system that was the worst 
enemy possible for free labor to have— 
slave labor.” 
“ You, sir, know, or ought to know, in­ 
deed, you do know, that while the free 
laboring man was given the ballot—rather 
he won it by wresting self-government 
from the grasp of England in the most un_ 
equal of wars—a given number of slaves 
were counted in the basis of representa­ 
tion, and votes were cast accordingly.” 
“ You know, Mr. Grady, or ought to 
know, that the Democratic party, with 
which you are affiliated and whose trumpet 
you are blowing to-day, had no existence 
‘when this Government was founded.’ The 
attempt to impress an aristocratic idea 


Ujton the new-horn free Government was 
not ‘met by devoted Democrats,’ as you 
sophomoricallv asseit—such Democrats, at 
least as you would have your hearers be­ 
lieve constitute the party of the present.” 
Mr. Grady needs to turn back the pages of 
his history and read of the issues between 
the Federalists and the Republicans of 
that day and the growth and development 
of parties therefrom. 
The first great 
I political parties of the country were 
the Whigs and Tories, antedating and 
continuing 
through 
the 
revolutionary 
war; shortly after its close the Demo­ 
cratic party sprang up, and it was com­ 
posed mainly of Tories, and doubters and 
sticklers, as against the Whigs, who stood 
forward for independence and a strong na­ 
tional government. The Democratic party 
of that day started in by opposing a Con­ 
gress as we have it, and contesting against 
the idea of a national government. 
In its 
succeeding years it took the place of the 
aristocratic class in Virginia that Jeflerson 
made it his mission to destroy. 
It came 
very near defeating the ratification of the 
Constitution; it exalted statehood unduly, 
and brought on discontent, disquiet, and, 
in at least one State, open and pronounced 
resistance to the new form of government, 
until Hamilton and Randolph denounced 
its turbulence, Madison bewailed its op­ 
pression and injustice, Elhridge Gerry de­ 
clared the party to be “the worst of all po­ 
litical evils,’’and Jefferson himself, claimed 
as a Democrat, repudiated the title. 
We cannot here even sketch the career 
of the Democratic party; but when Mr. 
Grady, with a rhetorical burst, robes it in 
his eloquence with the regalia of special 
friendship for labor, it is sufficient to refer 
to the fact that it was and remained the 
enemy of free labor becaii'-e the conservator 
of involuntary servitude; that there was 
no genuine Democratic President until 
Jackson, who found the country prosper­ 
ous in peace, with home industry pro­ 
tected, a tariif in force, and the first strug­ 
gles of modern Democracy directed toward 
nullification by States of the authority of 
the nation. That since that time the 
Democratic party has uniformly been the 
enemy of labor, because— 
1. It opposed the broadening of the area 
of free soil, and endeavored to fasten slav­ 
ery upon an even half of all the territory 
of the United States. 
2. It opposed at all times, and still does, 
and voted solidly against the homestead 
law—one of the greatest blessings ever 
visited upon poor men—and every move­ 
ment to encourage the distribution of the 
public lands among the liome-builders of 
the nation. 
3. It supported and encouraged rebellion, 
denied the power of the Government to 
quell it, declared the effort to effect its 
suppression a failure, and did battle for 
measures to put down the bars between 
pauper and home independent labor. 
4. It exalted State sovereignty to the 
verge of the dissolution of Federal unity. 
5. This “friend of labor” made war upon 
the tariff'erected in 1824 to protect labor 
from unfair competition, and has kept 
hand in glove with the doctrine of free 
trade ever since it sought in South Caro­ 
lina to nullify the revenue laws of the 
Federal Union. 
G. I t has led in no moral or economic 
reform for the betterment of the condition 
of the workingman or any other. 
It has 
uniformly been the party of obstruction 
and opposition. 
Mr. Grady, when he is next disposed to 
eulogize the Democratic party, the modern 
form of which really dates but from Ben­ 
ton s time, should pause to glance over the 
history of the nation, and whenever he 
finds the party proposing or defending anv 
measure for the benefit of labor he should 
stick a pin in it and make a note of it, that 
the world may be enlightened and dis­ 
cover that of which it lias as yet no 
knowledge.

A TAXIDERM IST’S STUDIO.

There is a large collection of mammal 
skins, designed for rugs, says a Washing­ 
ton Star reporter, describing a visit to a 
taxidermist’s studio. Among these is the 
skin of the giant Himalayan tiger, 12 feet 
9 inches in length, hair 1A inches long, 
and beautifully marked. 
The famous 
“ tree tiger ” is also here represented by 
his skin. Probably this is the only speci­ 
men of the kind in the United States. 
Its soft, long fur, with silver tips, is not 
rivaled by any of the cat tribe. 
Leopard 
skins, with their beautiful spots, jaguar 
skins from South America, ocelot skins 
from Texas, panther and bear skins of 
every variety; in fact, skins of every ani­ 
mal of note or value are found here. 
“ It is an immensely instructive and 
fascinating occupation,” said the taxider­ 
mist, in reference to the reporter’s in­ 
quiry; “ but it requires years of careful 
study to master it.” 
“ How do you obtain your skins?” 
“ We get them from collectors from all 
parts of the world.” 
“How do the collectors preserve the 
skins in such good condition ?” asked the 
reporter. 
“The animal, if killed far from camp, 
must be skinned on the spot. The first st p 
is to take important measurements, then 
the animal is turned over on its back a d 
the skinning process commenced. An in­ 
cision is made beginning at the top of the 
lower jaw and running down to the ba.-e, 
and in some instances to the extreme end 
of the tail. The skin is then parted right 
and left with the assistance of the knife, 
and skinned down to the hind legs, and 
the bones cut off close to the body. 
Each 
leg is then skinned down to the sole of 
the foot. 
If the animal lie very large 
cross cuts are made from the central cut 
on the inside of the leg and the sole of 
the foot. The flesh is then removed from 
the leg bones, and the front legs operated 
upon in the same manner, and the skin is 
then removed from the body. The skull 
is then removed from the carcass and 
cleaned, together with the leg bones, to he 
utilized in mounting. All surplus liesh is 
tiien removed from the skin by scraping, 
and salt and alum applied for the purpose 
of preserving it, after winch it is spread 
out and dried. 
“ In very moist, hot countries,” the tax­ 
idermist went on, “ this process is not al­ 
ways effective, and the new cask pickling 
process is resorted to. A large cask, partly 
filled with a strong solution of alum and 
salt, is provided, and the skins, after being 
removed from the body and thoroughly 
cleaned, are put in and allowed to remain 
an indefinite length of time, requiring no 
further attention of any consequence until 
ready for shipment, when an examination 
and a refilling of the bath is resorted to.” 
“ How long will skins keep in such a 
batli ?” asked the reporter. 
“ I have kept skins for a period of six 
years, and mounted them at the end of 
that time, making first-class specimens. 
I 
have a large African lion,” continued the 
naturalist, “ a Shetland pony, a half sea), 
a black-tail deer and a number of monkeys 
that have been in the bath for five or six 
years.” 
“ Does the bath have any effect apon the 
skins or hair?” 
“ It lias no perceptible effect upon the 
skins and does not alter the color of the 
hair. It has a bad effect upon bones, how­ 
ever, softening them until they are almost 
like rtiblier. 
Bones are nearly always re­ 
moved before the skin is placed in the 
bath.” 
The reporter was invited to look at the 
skins in pickle, and, peering through a 
small hole iu a large cask, the beautiful 
fur of a Diana monkey and the soft, white 
skin of an Angora goat were plainly dis­ 
cernible. 
“ To mount an animal, what is the com­ 
mon process?” 
“ The most recent anil improved method 
¡s the manikin method, principally used in 
the mounting of large mammals and birds. 
It differs from the old methods in that lirst 
a perfect model is made of the entire ani­ 
mal, over which the skin is placed, and 
witli the assistance of a small quantity of 
of clay modeled and proportioned to its 
perfect form.” 
“ Do you ase this method ?” 
“ Yes; I mounted Stonewall Jackson’s 
horse, Old Sorrel, that way, and am now 
engaged in mounting a beautiful fawn for 
a distinguished woman.” 
“ In some of the specimens I have seen 
mounted there are wires visible. 
What 
part do wires plav in the mounting of 
them?"

“ A most important one.

use of wires it would be almost impossible 
to mount specimens. 
None of the wires 
should show iu a thoroughly mounted 
specimen.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SPOILED THE MIRROR. 


C lem . 1’ressey’s ISullet D id Not R e ac h 
«Jack O 'M eara. 
About half past two o'clock yesterday 
morning a fight occurred between Clem. B. 
Pressey and ex-police officer J. W. O’Meara 
in Arthur Miller’s saloon on the corner of 
Second and J streets, during which a re­ 
volver was discharged and a large mirror 
badly disfigured. It appears that Pressey 
and a man named Brown were in the 
saloon talking, when O’Meara came in 
with Dennis Coleman, a man who achieved 
some notoriety here during the exciting 
election last March. O'Meara invited the 
party to drink and then Pressey treated, 
and they all drank several times. Finally, 
O’Meara and Pressey got into a dispute 
about some borrowed’ money, the lie was 
passed between them aud O'Meara struck 
Pressey and knocked him down. Pressey 
got up and drew a revolver, but before he 
could use it O’Meara caught him by the 
arm. 
W hile they were struggling the 
weapon was discharged, and theball passed 
close to Miller’s head and smashed the large 
mirror back of the bar. 
Bv this time 
Coleman got hold of the revolver and a 
struggle ensued between he and Pressey for 
its possession, while O’Meara slipped out of 
the room. 
At this juncture officer Ash ap­ 
peared on the scene and took both Pressey 
and Coleman into custody. At the station- 
house he was informed that Coleman had 
taken no part in the trouble, except as a 
peace-maker, and the latter was discharged. 
The officer then went back and found 
O’Meara and took him into custody. 
Each of the men refused to make com­ 
plaint against the other, so the officer 
charged them both with disturbing the 
peace, and took a deposit of $25 in each 
case for their appearance. 
Pressey is the man who shot and killed 
Winfield Marcliand at the old Veto Saloon, 
corner of Second and L streets, some years 
ago, when it was kept by Jim my Dwyer. 
He was acquitted at the time, on theground 
that the killing was done in self-defense. 


A D isgraceful Fight. 
In front of the old Elite Theater about 10 
o’clock Iasi night there was a disgraceful 
fight between Thomas Twyford, a character 
well known to the police, and an individual 
named Frank Bennett, the night ’bus 
driver of the Western Hotel. The disturb­ 
ers fought until separated by officer Ash. 
Twyford somewhat resisted the officer, who 
was compelled to blow his whistle twice 
before assistance in the persons of specials 
Karcher and Dunlevy arrived. He was 
locked up and charged with disturbing the 
peace. When Ash first took hold of Twy­ 
ford, knowing that he had a hard man to 
handle, he allowed Bennett to go, but sub­ 
sequently the latter was arrested. 
The 
men fought bitterlj*. biting one another 
anil tearing nearly all their clothes from 
their backs. The trouble was commenced 
by Bennett, who approached “Yorkey” 
Monahan, a San Francisco hack man, who 
was standing at the theater bar, and re­ 
marked to him that he understood he 
(“Yorkey”) was looking for him. One 
word brought on another, Twyford taking 
sides with the hackman, the result of 
which was the fight. The fighters had 
been drinking.

says that the line referred to in the dispatch 
is Vanderbilt’s, and that the cars were 
manufactured at the same shop and on the 
same pattern as those ordered for Sacra­ 
mento. Vanderbilt's order for cars was put 
in just ahead of bis and the former has 
just been able to get them now. He says 
this fact ought to satisfy everybody that he 
has done his best to get the care here at the 
time heretofore announced, but that it has 
been impossible to get them made. H e re­ 
ceived a telegram from E. K. Alsip yester­ 
day announcing that the Sacramento cars 
would be sent out on their trial trip a week 
from Thursday, and if found all right, 
would be shipped immediately thereafter. 


State Board of T rade. 
At a meeting of the Executive Commit­ 
tee of the State Board of Trade, held at

Grove L. Johnson’s A ble R eply to 
John P. Irish. 
The Clunie Opera House was packed last 
night with people who went to listen to 
the address of Hon. Grove L. Johnson in 
reply to the speech delivered in this city 
two weeks ago by Colonel John P. Irish, of 
San Francisco.

A double quartet from the Harrison and 
Morton Glee Club Division sang a cam­ 
paign song and received a round of ap­ 
plause. 
The President then 
introduced 
the 
speaker cf the evening, who was warmly 
greeted by the immense audience. Mr. 
Johnson spoke for two hours and was 
listened to with marked attention, being 
frequently interrupted by storms of ap­ 
plause. The lateness of the hour at which 
the meeting closed renders it impossible to 
publish the speech in full this morniDg. 
and it was of such a character that no 
synopsis would do it justice or present any­ 
thing like a fair idea of it. 
It was steno- 
graphically repotted for the Kecoep-Union, 
aud wiil appear in full in these columns on 
Saturday morning. It was an able, carefully- 
prepared and masterly presentation of the 
political issues of the day, as well as a reply 
to the speech of Colonel Irish. At times 
the speaker indulged in flights of elo­ 
quence, and at others told funny stories 
that convulsed the audience with laughter. 
He set out with the proposition that there 
were four parties in the field seeking the 
suffrages of the people—the Prohibition 
'the American, the Republican and the 
Democratic parties—and he would give rea­ 
sons why every Prohibitionist, American, 
Republican and Democrat sh iuld vote for 
Harrison and Morton. 
His speech was 
mainly devoted to the tariff question, and 
was 
lull 
of 
facts 
aud 
figures 
made 
up 
mostly 
from 
Democratic 
sources, aud used to 
controvert 
the 
position 
taken by 
Colonel Irish aud 
other Democratic speakers. He took up 
the Mitls bill and pointed out where it re-, 
duced the tariff on luxuries more than on 
the necessaries of life, and claimed that it 
was an attack on American industries, aud 
that those who favored it were attempting 
to destroy the country by law, having 
failed to do it by force. 
During the course of his remarks Mr. 
Johnson said : “ As acitizenof Sacramento, 
proud of its women, proud of its name, I 
return my thanks to Colonel Irish for his 
chivalric defense of the women of Sacra­ 
mento. 
The remark was greeted with a 
round of applause which lasted several 
minutes, and indicated the feeling in this 
community in regard to the late scurrilous 
attacks upon Sacramento and her citizens 
by a San Francisco paper. 
At the close of Mr. Johnson’s eloquent 
address the Glee Club sang “America,’’ and 
the meeting was closed with three cheers 
for Harrison and Morton.

T he F ac ts A b o u t th e B la n k e t T ran sactio n 
by M ajor M cK inley. 
Owing to repeated requests from readers 
of the Press for information about the 
blanket contract, we again print the facts 
as set forth by Major McKinley in his 
speeches in Congress. 
No one questions 
the absolute truth of these statements: 
On the 25th of March, 1887, the United 
States Government advertised for bids for 
the purchase of blankets for the use of the 
medical department of the army. This 
was in 1887, under the present Adminis­ 
tration. There were foreign bids aud there 
were American bids. Now, if the Presi­ 
dent is right in saying that the duty is 
added to the cost, then the foreign cost, 
duty added, ought to he just equal to the 
American price. Now, what are the facts 
of this transaction ? 
As 1 have said, there 
was a foreign hid and there was an Ameri­ 
can hid. The foreign hid was for a four- 
pound blanket for medical purposes, to be 
furnished for $2 25 2-10. 
For the same 
four-pound blanket for the same purpose, 
the American hid was $3 50, there being a 
difference of 30 3-10 cents. 
Who do you 
suppose got the contract? There was a 
foreign bid and an American bid, and the 
difiere nee between the bids was 30 cents 
on each blanket. 
Now tell me which 
manufacturer, the American or English, 
got the contract? Is there anybody here 
who would not have given it to the Ameri­ 
can, there being a difference of only 30 
cents between the bids ? 
Is there any gentleman on this floor who 
would send abroad to get a pair of blankets 
merely to save 30 cents on them, thus tak­ 
ing away from the American manufacturer 
and the American fanner and the Ameri­ 
can laborer that much business? However 
that may be, the contract did go abroad. 
English labor, with foreign wool, made 
those 2,000 blankets for the use of our 
army. American labor was boycotted, and 
they came in without paying any duty. 
The Government took advantage of a law 
that stands on the statute book and admit­ 
ted them free of duty. There being so 
little revenue in the Treasury it was nec­ 
essary, of course, to save every penny, so 
they took advantage of that law which 
permits the United States to bring in goods 
free of duty. 
Now let us look at the fig­ 
ures. The duty on blankets of that qual­ 
ity is 18 cents a pound and 35 per cent, ad 
valorem. 
Eighteen cents a pound upon 
2,000 blankets, four pounds each, is §1,440; 
35 per cent, ad valorem is §1,586 40, mak­ 
ing a total duty upon those 2,000 blank­ 
ets, which were bought from a foreign 
blanket-maker, of $3,016 40. 
The cost of 
these blankets, free of duty, amounts to 
§4,504; with the duty added the total 
would be §7,520 40. Now, if the Presi­ 
dent be right, and the Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means is right in 
his saying that this duty is added to the 
price to the American consumer, then 
§7,526 40 is exactly what the American 
price would be. 
Now, then, gentlemen, what was the 
American price ? The American price was 
§5,120. 
That is, it was §2,400 less than 
the foreign cost, duty added. W ithout any 
duty the difference between the cost of the 
American and the cost of the foreign blan­ 
kets, the whole 2,000, was about §6,000. 
Now, you see, the American manufacturer 
does not get the duty, and that, 1 submit, 
is a sufficient reason why he does not give 
it to his workmen. 
I am very sorry, Mr. 
Chairman, that the President of the United 
States did not know of this transaction, 
which had occurred under his own admin­ 
istration, so that he might have avoided 
making the blunder which he made in his 
message when he said that the duty was 
added to the cost. 
And I do not know 
what those around me may think about 
it, but I am sorry that our Government 
went abroad and bought those blankets 
just to save thirty cents apiece on them. 
Mr. Chairman, I wish that this Govern­ 
ment of ours, which is supported by its 
own people, and not by foreigners, would 
patronize its own people. 
I think that is 
an example of patriotism which should he 
set hv those charged with public adminis­ 
tration. I wish the men who pay the taxes 
to support this Government, to pay the 
President’s salary and other expenses of 
the Government, would he patronized 
when the Government has anything to 
buy; don’t you ? And are you not a little 
ashamed of this transaction, all of yon ? I 
do not know whether the like was ever 
done under a former Administration or 
not; but it never ought to be done, except 
in times of war or great public necessity, 
by any future Administration of any party, 
— New York Press. 


THE PROHIBITION PARTY. 


The R ecount o f the Prohibition Votes, 
and o f th e Third Party, 
Whatever standing the self-styled Pro­ 
hibition party has in the confidence of the 
people of this country rests solely on the 
tact that a few noble men, for reasons sat­ 
isfactory to themselves, have given it the 
alliance of their names and infiuence. 
Such men as General Neal Dow, James 
Black, George \Y. Bain, the Rev. Dr. 
Miner and perhaps a score of others of 
similar life-long record in works of re­ 
form and philanthropy, can indulge in oc­ 
casional eccentricity of political method 
without forfeiture 
of 
their claim 
to 
the love and 
respect 
of 
all 
true 
men 
and 
women. 
But 
in 
no 
sense do these veterans represent the “Pro­ 
hibition party,” nor are they represented 
by it. 
It is an entirely different class of 
men that make the party slates, pull the 
party wires and bag the party game, 
although the tolerance of the few true re­ 
formers make it possible for the much 
cheaper men to debase the party’s stand­ 
ard and “look out for the main chance.” 
The party in question, as an organization, 
has no record of creditable performance, 
but only of abounding pretensions and 
professions; none of bravery, but plenty of 
bravado; none of true independence, but 
plenty of impudence. 
It claims the credit 
of the work that others have wrought, and 
tries to impose uj>on others the responsi­ 
bility of the disasters to the cause it pre­ 
tends to serve consequent upon its own 
foolish, if not wicked, tactics. 
It habitu­ 
ally earns and receives the plaudits of its 
nominal enemies, and appears to find 
plea-ure therein. 
Up to the present mo­ 
ment it has no visible power or influence 
as an organization, except as promoting 
the domination of the whisky-ring and 
the liquor-saloon party. 
These are plain words, hut they are 
based upon actual records, whose signifi­ 
cance cannot he mistaken by those who 
will take the trouble to examine them. 
Prohibition, in behalf of whose estab­ 
lishment the “Prohibition party” claims 
to exist, has, as a principle of policy, made 
mighty strides during the last ten years, 
and it is both wise aud just to compare 
the actual strength of that principle or 
policy with that of the party that claims 
to be its sole representative. 
We appeal 
to the facts, as officially recorded. 
In 1880, Kansas gave 92,302 votes for 
prohibition, 
hut had no “ prohibitory 
party.” 
In 1882, Iowa gave 155,436 votes for 
prohibition, 
but, like Kansas, at that 
time was not blessed with a “prohibitory 
party.” 
In 1883 Ohio gave 323,129 votes for 
prohibition, of which 8,362 came from a 
“ prohibitory party.” 
In 18S4 Maine gave 70,783 votes for 
prohibition, of which 1,151 came from the 
“ party.” 
In 1886 Massachusetts gave for prohi­ 
bition (nominally 
anti-license) 109,782 
votes, with the party casting 8,251 votes. 
In 1886 Rhode Island gave 15,100 votes 
for prohibition and 2,585 for “ party.” 
The six States above named gave each a 
majority for prohibition, the aggregate 
majority being 188,604. 
Their total ag­ 
gregate vote in favor of prohibition was 
766,593 and their aggregate “ party ” vote, 
at the same time, was 20,349, or, in other 
words, the vote for prohibition was nearly 
forty times as large as that for the “party” 
of large pretensions. 
W e come next to Michigan, where, in' 
1887, 178,656 votes were given in favor of 
prohibition and 18,568 for the “party.” 
Michigan gave a larger proportion of 
“party” votes than either of the States we 
have named, but it was the first Republi­ 
can State voting upon prohibition that 
failed to give a majority in its support. 
Competent authority declares that the 
failure to enact prohibition in Michigan is 
directly chargeable to the partisan Prohi­ 
bitionists, but, he that as it may, the actual 
record is as above stated. 
In the same year (1887), there came 
next, Oregon, with 19,973 votes for prohi- 
bihition and 2,775 for “party;” Tennessee 
with 117,504 votes for prohibition and 
none for “party,” and Texas, with 129,­ 
273 for prohibition and 19,186 for “party.” 
And so we find, in these ten States, 1,211,­ 
998 actual votes cast for absolute “ prohi- 
tion,” more than nineteen-twentieths of 
which were outside of the party of large 
pretensions and small performance. 
Has not the bombastic humbug been 
tolerated about long enough ? 
Has it or­ 
ganically done anything except support a 
few adventurers for revenue only, and 
soothe the anguish of a few disgruntled 
politicians ? 
If so, what ? 
Instead of being a pioneer or leader in 
the great 
reform whose name 
it has 
usurped, instead of helping to hear the 
burdens of that reform it loads itself upon 
the reform’s shoulders and demands to he 
carried by it, and claims an assignment of 
the seats of honor and advantage that be­ 
long of right to the working party whose 
members it treats with contempt.— New 
York Mail and Repress.

—Sunday at 10:30 p. n. a tire was discov­ 
ered in ¡i hay warehouse in the business 
center, and was easily put out. W hile in 
progress, a second tire, two blocks oif, in a 
barn, was also extinguished easily. Both 
were incendiary. In the second fire, the 
fire-bugs were seen and pursued, but the)' 
escaped. 
Tuesdnv at 2 . m. there was a fire in the 
Boston Dry Goods Store on Howard street, 
originating in the City Photograph Gallery- 
overhead. There- bad been no lira in the 
building, and the party setting the lire 
went up the covered staircase outside the 
bnilding to the photograph gallery and 
started it in the hall. The firemen suc­ 
ceeded in contiring the lire to the building. 
Ju stas the flames in the Boston store were 
under control, there were cries and the dis­ 
covery of a fire in the Cottage lodging- 
house, on Main street, between W ashing­ 
ton and Sprague.
